Public Hearing
Conceptual Subdivision- Friend-Gray
o Mr. Colby put the sketched plan on the screen
Mr. Friend-Gray gave the Board an explanation of the prior steps he’s taken before
coming to the Board the options of a land swap with the Conservation land as well as
upgrading French Road and found both to be impractical.
He explained the current proposal to do a Lot Line Adjustment (LLA) combined with a
back lot Subdivision and submitted a few drawings showing the proposal.
During the discussion of his proposal the question was raised; by doing the LLA does it
change the date on the lot of record that the backlot subdivision would be on.
Further discussion brought forth two options to go forward with to the Zoning Board of
Adjustment (ZBA):
1. Request from the ZBA relief from the requirement of the Lot of Record being
created prior to 1993
2. Relief from the minimum 6 acres requirement for back lot subdivision
The Board’s consensus was for option #1 and they agreed that they will support either
plan provided the ZBA grants the Variance. They advised Mr. Friend-Gray to work with
staff on his application to the ZBA.

Alternate’s seating- By-Laws review:

Mr. Colby publically cleared up a rumor regarding the seating and participation of the
alternates.

The Board agreed to continue the current practice allowing non-seated alternates full
participation in hearings and discussions and for the placement for Non- Seated
Alternates in a designated non-voting area. The current arrangement will be reflected in
a new section of the Planning Board By-Laws and Rules of Procedure.

The Board reviewed the following suggested language for the new section:

5. At planning board meetings, alternates who are not activated to fill the seat of an
absent or recused member or who have not been appointed by the chair to temporarily fill
the unexpired term of a vacancy, may participate with the board in a limited capacity.
During a public hearing, alternates may sit at the table with the regular members and may
view documents, listen to testimony, and actively participate and interact with other
board members, the applicant, abutters and the public. However, they shall not be
allowed to make or second motions and shall not participate in any way during the
deliberations by the board. Upon the close of the public hearing, alternates must remove
themselves from the table and sit with other members of the public unless they are sitting
in place of another member. During work sessions or portions of meetings that do not
include a public hearing, alternates may fully participate, exclusive of any motions or
votes that may be made. At all times, the chair shall fully inform the public of the status
of any alternate present and identify the member who shall be voting on the application.

The Board agreed to the following edits (bold is new language)

5. At planning board meetings, alternates who are not activated to fill the seat of an
absent or recused member or who have not been appointed by the chair to temporarily fill
the unexpired term of a vacancy, may participate with the board in a limited capacity.
During a public hearing, alternates may sit at the table with the regular members and may
view documents, listen to testimony, and actively participate and interact with other
board members, the applicant, abutters and the public. However, they shall not be
